invites enquiry by filing an objection. In the Lieutenant-Goxernor’s opinion, 
however, though the Collector may at any time, on information received fr 
any source, revise the list of assessees, this revision ean only affect the demand 
for the year then current. where no license has already been granted. A 
license once granted cannot be recalled, and its issue protects the holder 
during the year to which it purports to refer. This view has been supported 
by the opinion of the Advocate-General, and the Board will be requested to 
issue instructions accordingly. 

8. ‘The total number of villages visited by the assessors and other officers 
in connection with the licenso tax was 31,901, including 618 streets in 
Caleutta, as against 59,447 visited by the same agency last year. It is 
, explained that the aggregate number of months for which the services. of 
the special assessors were employed amounted to 222}, as compared with a 
total of 480 months in {he previous year. ‘The Board are therefore of opinion 
that the outturn of work may comparatively be considered fair. In somo 
districts this was no doubt the case; but in others which the Board enumerate, 
greater activity might have been displayed with advantage. © : 

4, The gross number of assessments, including double entries, amounted 
sto 82,664 as compared with 100,826 in the previous year.

per cent. of the total number of persons originally assossed. The Board obs»rve : 
«The =i, eal eed favourably ‘with that of the previous year, when, 
} out of 88,8: ersons assessed, as many as 55,167, or 62 per cent., objected ; 
but ei) noveethiloes scarcely satisfactory to find that, after enquiries repeated for 
three successive years, one out of every three persons assessed is still dis- 
satisfied with his place on the list.’ The Lieutenant-Governor shares the 
opinion of the Board that this circumstance is unsatisfactory, and a serutiny 
the figures for the different districts makes it clear that the administration 

has been at fault. In 1 0 cases the assessments were upheld, in 2,547 

they were modified by the transfer of the objector to a lower class, and in 

7,768 cases the tax was altogether remitted. The successful objections thus 

amounted to 89 per cent. of the total number filed. In loeghly only 299 

assessments were upheld against 104 which were modified and 800 which wore 

altogether set aside. In the 24-Porgunnahs 677 objections were wholly, and = 

_ 220 partly successful, against 665 which failed. In Moorshedabad the objectors 
were exempted in 385 cases and transferred to a lower class in 65 cases, while 

_only 266 were wholly unsuccessful. In these three districts, therefore, it. was 

found that, out of 2,981 persons who objected, 1,862 should not have been 

assessed at all, and 889 had been assessed too high. These results are not 
creditable to tho officers concerned. In Bankoora, Howrah, Pubna, Sarun, 

Cuttack, and Pooree also, the proportion of assessments modified or cancelled 

on objection was unduly large. The Board draw attention to the great 

falling off. in the ‘number of petitions of objection in the lowest class, which 
fell from $8,557 in 1880-41 to 17,557 in 1881-82. Even the lower figure, 
however, is unsatisfactory. The Board report that two objections remained ;

Rs. 45,707, or about 3 per cent., is attributed partly to the transfer of certain — *, 
assessments in the higher grades to Bombay and the North-Western Provinces, 
but mainly to the two fdllowitg causes: viz. (1) the reduction in the price 
of food-grains which injuriously affected the business of many petty traders,

About two-thirds of the objections 
were disposed of by the Collector, and the remainder in the three lowest classes 
by the Head Assessor, who was vested with special powers for the purpose. 
11. Whe percentage borne by remissions and refunds was much below 
that of the previous year, the highest percentage being 27'S in Moorshedabad. 
‘It exceeded 20 per cent. in 11 districts; in seven it ranged 15 to 20 per cent.; in 
11 from 10 to 15 per cent.; in 13 from 5 to 10 per cent.; while in Purneah and.’ 
_Noakholly the percentages were only 2°9 and 3-5 respectively. The result is 
on the lice satisfactory, but the Licutenant-Governor hopes that in, the cur- 
rent year—the third since the revaluation—the percentage of remissions and 
refunds will’not be found to exceed 10 per cent. in any district. The cost of col- 
‘lection was algo considerably reduced, the percentage of charges haying fallen 
from 10-4 in 4580-81 to 55 in the past year. The percentage was smallest 
in Calcutta, and in Noakholly and Darjeeling (where no assessors were 
employed), and highest in Burdwan, Bankoora, Beerbhoom, Moorshedabad, 
rdugga, Fu pore, Sonthal Pergunnahs, Pooree and Balasore. ‘The 
total amount expended on the license-tax operations of 1881-82, up to the 30th 
June 1882, was Rs. 83,034 against Rs, 1,62,694 in the previous year. 

12. The Lieutenant-Governor has little to add to the remarks mado 
in the Resolution on the report for last year on the popular feeling in regard 
to the tax, It can never be popular either with those who have to pay it, or 
those who, rightly or wron; F fear that they willhave to pay it. But with the 
change in the law which relieves the less wealthy classes, the great mass of 
the people are without interest in the matter. Direct taxation in India must Ex 
always, under present conditions, hold out inducements to designing persons I 
to endeavour upon occasions to practise upon the ignoranco and credulity 4 
of the people; and a few instances of extortion have come to light, most of al 
which were followed by the puhishment of the offenders. But there has been ] 
no general harassment of the people, and no cause for popular discontent. 4 
The assessces have shown a readiness to take advantage of the opportunities 
which the law affords them of preferring objections at practically no expense ; 
» but whatever tendency to over-assessment may have existed in some districts at 
the first, has now in the fourth year of the operation of the law been satisfactorily

In no class of vessel has any material falling off taken place, while the Yy 
inerease in steamers engaged in the foreign trade, in native vessels other than, . 
those owned ‘at Chittagong, in vessels trading with Naraingunge, in mail 
steamers, in trading steamers, and in ballam boats, is very great. »'The most 
noticeable feature about the foreign trade of the year is its extension to the 
West Indies and America. The decrease in the number of vessels owned at 
Ohittagong, and trading with foreign ports, is attributed to the expansion of 
Bast the jute industry, which has attracted much of the available tonnage to the trade 
with’Naraingunge. The same cause has led.to an inerease im the number of 
other native vessels visiting the port, of which many ¢ome from the Madras.
